Brush Wellman earmarks $83 million for additional expansion x

Brush Wellman Inc., riding the crest of
surging demand for its products, has ap-
proved expenditures of $83 million to expand
production here and abroad.

The company has been built on the base
provided by its Utah mine, the only beryllium
mine in the Free World.

Included in its move is a $57 million ex-
pansion of its beryllium copper strip
manufacturing and distribution facilities.

Such an expansion will nearly double strip
capacity at its plants in Elmore, Ohio and
Reading, Pennsylvania.

Brush Wellman also plans to construct a $15
million finishing plant in Europe.

The Elmore plant will have $30 million
spent on new and improved casting, rolling,
pickling and annealing facilities.

In addition, the Reading plant will have
improvements made to the strip finishing
capability which will cost about $10 million.
The target date for completion for the project
is 1987.

Miocene Resources company has acquired
an additional 140 claims adjacent to its
Fairview-Cleopatra property near Pitkin,
Colorado.

Miocene issued 500,000 shares of its com-
mon stock in the acquisition and granted
geologist Gene Rosenlund an option to buy
250,000 shares, company President James
Egide said.
